In full dress (inilnrjn the 
lieutenant-governor will ar¬ 
rive at the Legislature at 2:40 
p.m. where, from the front 
steps, he will accept the 
t5-gun salute before inspect¬ 
ing the guard of'-honor and 
band from Royal Roads Mili¬ 
tary College. 

At 3 p.m. the lieutenant- 
governor will witer the Legis¬ 


lature chaml)er, take his seat 
in the Speaker’s chair and, 
thnwgh Provincial Secretary 
Grace McCartli'y-, inform the 
house that he will not deliver 
the tl>rcme speech until the 
asiieimbled Mf^ have chosen 
a Speaker. 

On that note the lieulenant- 
govemfir retires fropi the 


chamber to await the appoint¬ 
ment of the Speaker. 

Normally the appointment 
of the Speaker is a routine af¬ 
fair with all parties giving 
unanimous support to the gov¬ 
ernment’s choice — for this 
L^&lature, MLA Ed Smith 
(SC — North Peace River). 

This year there are threats 
of insurrection from the op¬ 


position because, they claim, 
the S()eaker-de8ignate has 
failed to satisfactorily resdre 
problems of secretarial staff 
in opposition offices. 

Smith claims he doesn’t 
have the authority to solve 
those problems un^ he is ap- 
'Pointed Speaker.

V.'iNCOUVE3i (CP) — If Vancouver’s medical 
establishment can’t come to a decision within 60 
days on agieement to build a new teaching hospital, 
the pjoney will be used to build a new medical 
school in Victoria, Education Minister Pat McCleer 
said Monday. {See also Page 9.) 

Last week McGeer announced the province’s 
only medical school, at the Univei-sity of British 
Columbia, would increase its enrolment to 160 from 
80 in the .fall of 1977. He also announced plans for 
a 240-bed acute care and teaching hospital at the 
university. ■ 

Dr. J. W. Ibbolt, president of the BIC. Medical 
Association, said the group was opposed to the plan 
if the city’s main hospitals remain "stai-ved of 
capital funds.”

OTTAWA fCP) — Charges 
will be laid in the Sky Shops 
alfair In two to three weeks, 
an RCMP source said Mon¬ 
day. 

The charges would follow 
an investigation, that began 
more than a .year ago ^nd 
that RCMP hare said is much 
biTiader than Sky Shops itself. 

The Sky Shops affair came 
into the open last fall when 
Elmer MacKay (PC-Centi'al 
Nova) asked the ‘government 
whether Liberal Senator Loui.s 
Giguere (Quebec) had made a 
595.000 profit on a X5.(KX) 
investment in Sky Shops E.v 
*’f)ort Ltd. shares at the same 
time the company's duty-free 
shop lease, at Montreal aiiiKirt 
was extended in 1971.’. 

The profit vvas confirmed by 
.Senator Giguere. who said he 
had simply taken up an opitlon 
olfoi*cd him in 1970 by then 
Sky Shops President Louis La¬ 
pointe. 

He bought the shares for 51 
each from Laiiointe and 
other major shareholders, 
then sold them for $20 each 
four months later to Thomcor 
Holdings’ Ltd., which now 
ow-ns Sky Slwps. 

The company’s Montreal 
lease 'was extended to 1980 
that year after a two-ye^ 
fight with the federal trahs- 
jiort department, w’hose se¬ 
nior officials had said it 
should come up for public 
tender late last year. 

Thomcor in 1974 was avvai'd- 
cd the duty-free shop conces¬ 
sion at Mirabel, the new intirir- 
naiional airi>ort north of Mon¬ 
treal. and also holds the lease 
at Saint John. N.B.. airixjrl 
formerly held by Sky Shops.

Hut although the pact has 
been little more than a dead 
letter for several years, ot)- 
ser\‘crs said Egypt’s unilater¬ 
al cancellation of the accord 
js a slej) beyond the ixjint of 
nonreturn. Sadat accused the 
Soviet Union on Sunday of im¬ 
plementing the treaty “wlien- 
ever they want and abstain 
from ij-s implementation if 
this was their wish.” He said 
the treaty, therefore, wa.s 
“just a piece of paper.” 

In a memorandum to the 
assembly's foreign affairs 
committee, whivh approved 
Ihe Sadat draft, the Egyptian 
foreign ministry accused Mos¬ 
cow of interfering in . Egypt's 
internal aftair.s and of violat¬ 
ing a treaty clause providing 
lor Soviet assistance in 
. strengthening Egypt’s defence 
capability.

Wednesday the lieutenant- 
governor is scheduled to begin 
delivery of the throne speech 
at 3:15 p.m. approximately 10 
minutes after he first leaves 
the chamber.

Turner derides controls 
in status-quo speech 


TORONTO (CP) — John 
Turner, former federal #fi- 
nance minister, said Monday 
that Canada’s present eco¬ 
nomic system should not he 
throNMi overhoai*d. 

"No one has convinced me 
there is an alternative system 
that wxjuld wt)rk better while 
preserving the economic and 
l>olitical freedom we no%v 
enjoy." he told a one-day 
meeting of the Ontario Eco¬ 
nomic Council. 

He took a number of posi¬ 
tions in the speech whioh 
differ from current economic 
policies of the Liberal govern- 
‘ ment. Among them: 

• Government expenditures 
stiiU are growing too rapidly 
;riesplle efforts to tighten fis- 
• cal policy.

Malik hurt, one dead 
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Killers on bail 


A DRAMA IN CALGARY was concluded Sunday 
with the death of one fugitive, apparently by 
suicide, and the arrest of another, near death from 
what was suspected to be an overdose of methadone. It 
was a sordid series of events, with a gun fight and the 
slaying of a policeman, hostages and negotiation by a 
lawyer, and tbs gunmen’s wife and giri friend 
providing all the elements necessary for excitement. 
It was, in short a disgusting reflection of the state of 
the society. - 

W. Warren Altmand, the solicitor-general of 
Canada, seized the oecasioo to advance bis argument 
for the abolition of capital punishment and substitution 
. ..«f>iifandatory prison sentences of at least S years for 
premeditated murdw or the kllilng of policemen and 
prison staff on duty. 

No doubt the minister was anshNis to fbrestail the 
inevitable argument I7 anti-abolltiaiilsts that the 
Calgary Incident was supporting material for their 
stand. 

Mr. Allmand has quite franUy admitted that the 
25-year minimum for certain types of killing proposed 
in the reform bill “is what we think we can get through 
Parliament.” 

In other words, the penalty is stiff enough to 
satisfy those, or most of those, who still believe capital 
punishment the best of all deterrentt. They will accept 
it as an alternative, Mr. Allmand believes. 

Among the highlights of the Liberal government's 
justice package, as It has been called, is a proposal 
that prison offfoials shall no longer have the power to 
grant “tempOrtry absences.” There have been too 
many instances of people on such tickets of leave com¬ 
mitting further crimes. 


The peace and security measures will seek to 
tighten up parole rules and regulations. 

There are other areas, however, where amend¬ 
ment of existing taws and practices are even more 
urgent. 

The general public will have learned with astonish¬ 
ment that John Gamble, 23, of Vancouver, found dead 
in the Calgary house in which the gunmen were 
besieged with their women companions and hostages, 
was free on bail from a charge of murder. 

His companion, William Nichols. 27, of White 
Rock, B.C., was free on ball from a charge of at¬ 
tempted murder. 

Both were granted bail by British. .Columbia 
courts. 

Both were known narcotics users. 

The armed robbery they committed at a credit un¬ 
ion office in Calgary, which preceded their kidnapping 
of a num and two women — ultimately released un¬ 
harmed — no doubt was undertaken In foeir desperate 
need for money with which to procure narcotics. 

In the process they shot and fatally wounded Staff 
Sergeant Allan Harrison, a 16-year veteran of the 
Calgary police force. 

Cltiz^ must ask themselves why these men were 
free, and if there is not good reason to examine a 
judicial system that allows persons suspect in such 
crimes as those with which they were charged to 
wander at will, on bail. 

Harsh as It may seem to deny anyone his freedom 
when guilt is still in doubt. In certain areas — murder 
or attempted murder, rape, child beating and molesta¬ 
tion, for example — there Is strong support for the 
view that bail is undesirable, even unjustifiable. 

The Calgary tragedy*)ustains the argument.

Oil reserve plan moving 


Action overdue 


A lthough it wiil be very hard for a number of 
peopie to believe. Dr. Pat McGeer has finally 
done something right. His decision to activate and ex¬ 
pand the previous government’s plan to assess student 
skills in British Columbia cannot receive anything but 
plaudits from all who are concerned with the rapidly 
declining standard of education in this province and 
across the country. 

Few can dispute the fact that during the past 20 
years our schools have sadly neglected the baiics of 
reading, writing and arithmetic. The rot set In during 
the 1960s when a group of inconsonant educationists 
succeeded in persuading provincial authorities across 
Canada that our school systems and teaching methods 
were hopelessly outdated. Schools, they said, had 
become authoritarian institutions which allowed too 
little individual expression and thus were alien to our 
democratic system. 

From this point on our schools changed. Elxamina- 
tions were dropped, discipline was relaxed and stu¬ 
dents were encouraged to follow a variety of programs 


— many of them quite unessential to later life. Schools 
were to become a fun thing rather than places of learn¬ 
ing. Millions of doHars were spent on new equipment 
designed to remove the onus of teaching from teachers 
and the labor of learning from pupils. 

The failure <Jf the costly experiment is now 
frighteningly evident as any employer offering jobs to 
secondary school graduates will testify or any senior 
university official will verify. 

“Our schools,” Dr. McGeer confirms,” are In¬ 
creasingly being criticized for falling to produce ‘ 
graduates who can read; write or spell.” 

- The' victims, of course, are our children who for 
the past decade or more have been sent out in^o the 
world ill-equipped to survive. The minister of educa¬ 
tion obviously recognizes this and is now ready to do 
the right thing by them. 

However, five years is far too long a period to be 
spent on the type of study he visualizes. A crash survey 
over a period of one year would probalily serve the 
same purpose and reduce the continuing number of 
victims proportionately.

'A new oppressed class' and he's one

The iollowing is the story of a 
young Czech. Jan Morcinek. 
who decided after the Soviet in¬ 
vasion of his country in 1968, to 
escape. It took him six years. 
He became a seaman, started 
studying English and German, 
and eventually Jumped ship in 
Quebec where he turned 
himself over tn Canadian inv 
migration and requested 
political asylum. 

The request was denied. Last 
March he was ordered 
deported to Czechoslovakia 
where, according to the Czech 
law. he is liable to get up to five 
years' imprisonment for 
' detracUng from the dignity” 
of the republic (section 103 of 
the Penal Code) and/or up to 
seven years for ‘‘absenting 
himself without permission to 
a foreign country” (Sec. 283). 

There are no known 
■■security” reasons why Mor¬ 
cinek should not stay in Canada 
(he is presently working as a 
cook) and the Czechoslovak 
National Association of Canada 
has taken up his case. Interven¬ 
tion by the minister of im¬ 
migration seems his only hope.

Here is Morcinek's story' as 
presented in a sworn affadavit: 

Following the Soviet invasion 
of Czechoslovakia, his father 
was expelled from the Com¬ 
munist party because of his 
support of Alexander Dubcek's 
policy of ‘‘socialism with a 
human face.” His father was 
demoted as supervisor at 
Prague's Mitas tire factory to 
a minor clerical position. 
Those who had supported 
Dubcek were blacklist^ and 
branded as unreliable, and 
were considered to be infected 
with ‘‘bourgeois'' ideas that 
were contrary to the aspiration 
of the new Husak regime. 

As the member of a ‘‘bad 
family,” Morcinek says “I am, 
in my ewn country, considered 
a party traitor and because of 
my father I may be arbitrarily 
arrested, detained and 
relegated incommunicado to 
forced labor and detention for 
an arbitrary period of time 
which will end. if 1 am lucky, 
before my natural death.” 

♦ ★ ★ 

He «ays: “A new oppresse 
class has emerged in 
Czechoslovakia, which may or 
may not be supporters of a 
Communist society, but whose 
members bave in common a 
desire for a society more 
humane and more concerned 
with human rights." These 
people comprise the new 
political, .prisoners of 
CzechoslovaUa. 

Morcinek recalls: “Since I 
was 19 years old, my family 
and I have lived tn constant 
fear, because of the suspicion, 
hypocricy and police infor¬ 
mants that the Husak govern¬ 
ment developed and has inten¬ 
sified with regards to ‘bad 
families.’ ” _ , 

Morcinek 'couldn't chanee 
the way he felt or adapt his 
ethics to the new morality. He 


knew he'd fall afoul of the regime 
eventually and land in a labor 
camp. So he decided to leave, 
to build his future elsewhere. 

He became a seaman “as a 
way of gaining access to a free 
country,” and at first shipped 
between Communist ports. 

In April 1974 he Joined the 
ship Bratislava destination un¬ 
known and found, to his joy. 
that it was bound for North 
America. The ship stopp^ at 
Bridgeport, Connecticut, 
where he tried to phone a 
friend in New York who had es¬ 
caped earlier. He couldn't 
reach the person. The ship 
proceeded'to Baltimore, where 
he got shoreleave and again 
failed to make contact with his 
friend. 

♦ ★ ★ 

The ship proceeded to 
Amsterdam, and then headed 
West again. During this time 
Morcinek was summoned 
before the captain and told that 
a routine search of his quarters 
had turned up “bourgeois'' 
literature (Time magazine and 
yboy, purchased in U.S.) 
and English sUidy books, and 
that upon reaching a Com¬ 
munist port he would be turned 
over to authorities. 

The ship stopped at Port Car- 
tier, Quebec, prior to heading 
for Leningrad. “Port Cartier 
was my last chance to obtain 
freedom.” Morcinek recalls, 
and he jumped ship and headed 
directly to Montreal. In 
Montreal he reported to Cana¬ 
dian immigration and re¬ 
quested political asylum. That 
was July 4, 1974. 

"For reasons that I do not 
understand” his request was 
tufned down and he was 
ordered deported on March 24. 
1975. Morcinek expects daily 
that deportation will be earned 
out, and has requested asylum 


in West Germany — thus delay¬ 
ing proceedings. Because he 
left the country without per¬ 
mission. and because he is 
from a “bad family," he is cer¬ 
tain to be imprisoned. 

It is one thing for Canada not 
to take in refugees from 
“socialist” or other oppressive 
dictatorships. It is another 
thing to send those who request 
humanitarian asylum back to 
certain prison and punishment. 
Yet that is wl|^ our govern¬ 
ment is doing toJan Morcinek. 
and Lord knows how many 
other cases. And no one raises 
a voice in protest ...

> The United States is fuially 
taking its first steps toward 
creating a strategic petroleum 
reserve of at least 500 mlUlon 
barrels at a cost expected to 
exceed $7 billion over the next 
seven years. 

This three-month supply, 
once in place, will serve as a 
buffer against any repeat of the 
October, 1973. Middle East oil 
embargo that severely dis¬ 
located the U.S. economy and 
cost 500.000 persons their jobs. 

Authorized by the Energy 
Policy and (Conservation Act of 
1975. signed by President Ford 
last Dec. 22. the reserve will be 
created in stages. 

The.first goal of 50 million 
barrels of oil and oil products 
must be achieved within 18 
months. 

♦ ♦ ♦ 

After that the storage total 
must rise to 150 million barrels 
within three years. 325 million 
in five years and the full 500 
million within seven years. 

This level is mandatory, but 
’can be doubled to a billion bar¬ 
rels if deemed necessary. 

But, before any of the 
storage goals can be achieved a 
great deal of planning must be 
completed and major decisions 
made on where and how to buy 
and store the oil. Studies are 
under way on the feasibility of 
using salt domes, mines, un¬ 
used tankers and regular 
storage tanks. 

All this is centred in the new 
strategic petroleum reserve of¬ 
fice created within the Federal 
Energy Administration by the 
1975 act. 

★ ♦ ♦ 

The office is now attempting 
to gather the environmental, 
economic and regional infor¬ 
mation it will ne^ to present 
to Congress a plan for creating 
what will be known as the “ear¬ 
ly storage reserve, ” This must 
consist of not less than 150 mil¬ 
lion barrels of oil or oil 
products and be established 
within three years. 

Then the full strategic 
reserve plan, covering the 
seven-year, 500 miUlon barrel 
program, must be completed 
and sent to Congress by Dec. 
15. Congress can order- 
changes. but once set the ac¬ 
quisition of oil reserves can 
begin.

The oil-rich Middle East 
states have developed into ma¬ 
jor investors in the New York 
Stock Market during a year

Treasury revealed that net 
purchases of American 
equities by members of the 
Organizatian of Petroleum Ex¬ 
porting Countries (OPEC) 
climbed to 91.4 billion in 1975.

Even these figures almost 
certainly underestimate the 
size of the inflow.

Although the figures are not 
broken down by country, most 
of the money is believed to 
have come from Saudi Arabia, 
Iran and Kuwait, which now 
account for the bulk of OPEC's 
surplus.

Peace mission to the Middle East?

The issues of Whether or not President Ford visits the 
Middle East this spring and U.S. Mideast policy in general 
have become closely linked with the U.S. presidential elec¬ 
tion campaign. 

At the moment the likelihood of Mr. Ford's visiting tbs 
Middle East on a peace mission this spring is fast fadng. 

Secretary of Slate Henry A. Kissinger is reported to 
have recently fayoied a presidential trip to Israel and Arab 
'Capitals, including at least Cairo. Damascus and Amman. 

Such a trip would be preeded by a new round ot personal 
Kissinger diplomacy to explore possibilities of meaningful 
new Arab-lsraeli peace negotiations. Dr. Kissinger himsdf 
spoke of the possibility, thus lending it credence, on the way 
home from his recent trip to Europe. 

According to Mideast diplomats in Washington, ad¬ 
vocates of the Ford trip believe that new Ford-KIssinger 
diplomacy in the area could boost the president's hope for re- 
election next November. 

'> Others, including some knowledgeable advisers to Mr. 
Ford, believe such a trip would serve no useful purpote 
because there is only a slender possibility of starting new 
negotiations between Israel on one aide and Syriwand Jordan 
on the other. 

A Ford-KIssinger return from the Mideast with empty 
"hands.'argue these advisers, would boost neither peace 
prospects nor Mr. Ford's re-election prospects. 

“In any case," said one senior Arab diplomat in 
Washington. "Mr. Ford almost certainly wants to await 
results of more of the primaries to determine whether he has 
strong U.S. public support before attempting new peace 


movaa involving pressure on Israel to withdraw from oc¬ 
cupied Arab territory.” 

Supporters of Israel and the Arabs in Washington appear 
to agree with neutral observers on several points: 

1. Basically the Israeli side wants a Democrat riected 
next December. One reason is the historically close tie 
between the Democrats and Israel. 

Another is the Israeli side's uneasiness about recent 
signs of the erosion of support within the Ford administra¬ 
tion for Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin's policies, es¬ 
pecially on some recent Israeli military aid requests. 

Israeli supporters would prefer Senator Henry (Scoop) 
Jackson. They still view him as Israel's most staunch and 
productive supporter in the Senate, despite failure of the 
Jackson amendment to lha 1974 Trade Act Wing U.S.-Soviet 
trade to emigration of Soviet Jews to help Russian Jewry. 

2. On the Republican side, Ranald R^an is the man 
whom Israel’s U.S. supporters appear to like most. Mr. 
Reagan hat been assiduously seeking pro-Israel votes and 
campaign funds. 

3. The Arab preference runs strongly to re-election of 
Mr. Ford. Hit recent appointment of former Pennsylvania 
Gov. William Scranton to replace the often-abrasive Daniel 
Patrick Moynihan as U.S. United Nations delegate has 
pleased Arabs. 

They recall Mr. Scranton's recommendations of a more 
"even-handed” U.S. Mideast stance when he performed a 
Mideast mission for President Nixon.

On the 10th of February, Mr. 
Hugh Anderson reported in the 
Colonist that the government 
intended to establish a 200 mile 
fishing limit off our shores. He 
did not report how it was to be 
policed. 

Now, we leant from your 
columns that the navy should 
mount guard over the herring 
fishermen while they ply their 
trade. Mr. Homer Stevens, 
president of the United 
Fis^rmen and Allied workers, 
justifies this demand by saying 
that we spent about "23 billion 
a year on what is lots of times 
useless defence." One wonders 
upon what grounds the 
gentleman bases his implied 
claim to expert knowlege of a 
complex and, owing to its 
nature, classified matter. 

In addition, there is constant 
pressure exeited for increases 
in the search and rescue 
organization, again mainly 
directed at the Aimed Forces. 

All three of these functions 
Involve both the Armed Forces 
and the government's civilian 
fleet. 

Both of these groups are 
starved of ships, ‘planes, men 
and money to a degree where 
they can tarely carry out their 
present assignments and many 
of these they must, perforce, 
perform perfunctorily. 

If we require these 
dedicated, intelligent and able 
people to perform their present 
duties and to assume additional 
responsibilities, we should 
provide , them with the tools.

Probably the dean of these 
was Frank Engrebretson of 
Brodhead, Wisconsin, a farm 
boy turned painter, who 
fashioned well over 100 barn¬ 
yard murals from 1914 until 
his passing in 1973. 

One friend estimated that 
Mr. Engrebretson’s painted 
murals added up to a two-mile- 
long outdoor g^lery.

After The Second World War, 
soaring paint and labor costs 
dimmed laimera’ ardor for 
aesthetia.l>eauty and disUnc- 
tiveness. Economy became tbe 
byword and bam murals faded 
from the rural scene. 

But now there is a rebirth. 

Six barns along busy 
highways in Wisconsin have 
received sparkling facelifts in 
the form of oil-painted scenes 
that draw more attention than 
a full-page ad In a farm 
magazine. 

"It’s been loads of fun having 
the mural on our bam," says 
John Mahr, who, with his 
brother, Arthur, represents the 
third gyration of their family 
on a lOO-year-old Oak Oeek 
farm. “You can’t Imagine the 
number ot people who’ve stop¬ 
ped and commented about it.”

Besides Oak Creek, snappy 
murals — each representing a 
different scene — grace barns 
near Janesville, Eau Qaire. 
Dodgeville, Ashland, and 
Shawano, Wisconsin. The 
paintings were done last sum¬

The new Wisconsin project, 
known as Dairyland Graphics, 
has blossomed just in time for 
the bicentennial. It draws its 
funds from a National Endow¬ 
ment for the Arts grant. 

Tliis pilot project was spon¬ 
sored by the Wisconsin Arts 
Board, which reports that it

The project’s purpose simply 
is to enhance appreciation of 
rural aesthetics.

France withdraws from ^snake ’ 


BRUSSELS. (UPI) — 
Europe’s economic union was 
hit by twin setbacks Monday 
with a French decision to pull 
the franc out of a joint mcme- 
tary pcriicy and new assaults 
on the Italian lira. 

France gave up its battle to 
prop up the banc's value 
after pumping $880 niillion 
into the money markets tn 
bolster the currency, which 
has been under attack from 
S()eculators along with the 
British pound and foe Italian 
lira. 

In Rome, the lira plunged to 


a record low against foe dol¬ 
lar for the second straight 
day.of trading. The lira, ail¬ 
ing because of Italy’s econom¬ 
ic crisis, hit a low of 325.75'-to 
the dollar in Milan and 825.60 
to the dollar in Rome. 

Financial sources blamed 
foe new drop on “ner^ 
vousness reflecting the gener¬ 
al uncertainty of what will 
happen on exchange markets 
with fo^ demonstrated dif¬ 
ficulty in maintaining the 
monetary ‘snake’.” * 

Eight nations, in an agree¬ 
ment nicknamed “The 


Snake”, have pledged to keep 
their currencies within 
per cent.of eath other on the 
nvMiey markets.

Some owners say It will re¬ 
sult in wholesale bankruptcy. 
Others contend it will be da¬ 
maging but they can live with 
it. The players insist that it is 
nothing more than an eman¬ 
cipation proclamation for men 
who claim to be slaveB under 
the riierve system. 

The proposal agreed to the 
so-call^ “one-and-ooe’* for¬ 
mula of the "Messersmitii 
code," which has been made 
the law ot the land by an arbi¬ 
trator's decision and subse¬ 
quent rulings in twx> federal 
courts. 

The kev’ to a lO^iage docu¬ 
ment banded the players in 
Memday’s negotiating seaskm. 
with the intent of In^aking an 
eight-month Jogjam. had these 
features: 

1. Any pla>'er with a current 

contract can iriay out his op¬ 
tion when that contrmiA e.\- 
plree. whether it -two 

or more years, and bettome a 
free agent. 

2. A player who has not 
signed his 1976 ccrntract also 
can play out this season with¬ 
out a contract, becoming a 
Tree agent for 1977. His con¬ 
tract, by baseball law. was 
autcvnatioally renewed March 
10. ** 

3. All p resent players, most 
of them under contracts of 
more than one or two years, 
would faU under this formula 
if the ' owTiers’ proposal is 
adopted by the players. 

We agreed to go along 
with this although we recog¬ 
nize the problems that it 
presents to the clube." said 
T.ee MacPhail. president of 
the American Leaguf. 

Most baseball observers 
feel that there will be no 
wholesale movement ot- 
playera taking advantage of 
the “one-and-<me” rule.

unless traded, sold or re¬ 
leased. And it made it possi¬ 
ble for any, player, who can¬ 
not reach agreement with his 
team, to play an option year 
and then gain complete free¬ 
dom. 

Man^owners have contend¬ 
ed that such an a^ngement 
would bankrupt thAr baseball 
franchises since teams invest 
great sums ot money not only 
in acquiring top players 
through the draft system but

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In offices, factories and commercial buildings, energy conser¬ 
vation is catching on. One big reason: it pays handsome divi¬ 
dends to both miployer and employee. Here’s a look at what 
s(Mne large and small businesses are already doii^, with ideas 
for the rest of Us..

I N CANADA, where industry and commerce 
consume about half of our annual energy 
budget, we've grown up With the belief that 
energy will always be plentiful and cheap. Those 
days are gone forever. 

Instead, we face energy scarcities and soaring 
prices'which could threaten the very existence of 
some industries, and force others into difficult 
competitive situations. Jobs may hang in the bal- • 
ance. 

In these tough times, cutting costs is an obvious 
step. Energy conservation is such an attractive 
way of doing it that many executives are wonder-- 
ing why they didn't start sooner. Says one: "A 
hi of il is jusf common sense —things we'd be 
doing all along if energy hadn't been so cheap."' 

Another: "With or without an energy crisis, 
these bell-lightening measures make sense, just 
in the money they can save a company." 

Good housekeeping can 
trim a company’s energy 
bill by up to 20% 

Carelessness with electricity, steam, compressed,^ 
air, fuel and cooling water wastes a huge amount 
of energy. c 

Broken warehouse windows are ignored. Boil¬ 
ers aren't serviced for peak efficiency. Office 
lights bum needlessly throughout the night. 
Steam escapes from leaky valves. Delivery 
trucks leave the plant half loaded. 

Often all it takes to cut waste is the application 
of common sense. 

ExMnpie: A major hotel and restaurant chain has 
cut back on decorati^ lighting. It's also providing _ 
customers with lower-temperature hot water and 
is shutting down escalators during the quiet hours. 

Example: One company has cut gasoline con¬ 
sumption by 20% with less frequent deliveries 
and a smaller fleet of trucks. 

Example: Two years ago the Etobicoke Board of 
Education in Ontorio introduced energy-saving 
^ guidelines for the school caretakers. This year the 
Board expects to shave about $30,000 from its 
energy costs by having teacher's implement the 
guidelines as well. 


Here are some ways to save. Check heating and 
cooling equipment every six months for effi¬ 
ciency. Watch for heat leaks around windows and 
doors. Set thermostats lower in winter. Seal off 
areas that don't require heating and cooling. And 
turn off unnecessary lights. 

Humidify wherever possible. This adds to com¬ 
fort at minimal temperature levels. Use energy¬ 
saving products: Thermal-pane windows, insu¬ 
lated entry doors, draperies, fluorescent lights, 
heat exchangers, heat-from-Hght recovery sys¬ 
tems, proper insulation. 

Schedule cleaning and maintenance to follow 
immediately after work hours, to cut lighting and 
heating costs. ■ 

New technology may 
revolutioMze some industries 

New processing and manufacturing technology, 
as well as the use of waste heat, are optimistic 
signs for the future. Some industries will be able 
to cut energy requirements per unit of production 
by about 50%. 

In Hamilton, Dofasco has introduced a computer 
program to monitor the Company's energy flow 
and eliminate waste. With the help of other inno¬ 
vations, they now use 25 million BTUs of energy 
to produce a ton of steel, compared with a U.S. 
average of 37 million BTUs. 

In Ontario Hydro’s new head pfftce, a unique new 
heating system uses three huge tanks to collect 
water which is circulated through the building, 
exchanging heat for cold to suit the conditions. 
It is expected to save about $150,000 yearly. 

In Quebec and British Columbia, Alcan has re- 
due^ its energy requirements per pound of 
aluminum by almost 10% and is looking at other 
methods of saving. (Energy-saving developments 
are world-wide. A cement manufacturing plant 
in Germany, for example, has installed a new 
process and cut its energy consumption per ton 
of cement by about 6()%.) « 

The recycling of steel saves about 70% of the 
energy required to make new steel. For aluminum 
the saving is about 95%. 

Dow Chemical of Canada, Limited, Is currently 


working on some 65 energy-saving projects. One 
example: Most thermal power generation sys¬ 
tems operate at about 30% efficiency. Dow's 
Sarnia Division has introduced what they call the 
Total Energy Project which uses^waste heat for 
‘in-plant processes to obtain an' overall cycle 
efficiency of 83%. • ,

The 65-yearH)ld associate 
frofessor at the University of 
Victoria, who specilizes in Ca¬ 
nadian history, has spent the 
last half of his teacTAng ca¬ 
reer at UVic and Its predeccs- 
sont, Victuiia CoHege and Vic¬ 
toria Normal School. 

Short, stocky and quick to 
smile, Loft is outs{)okcn as 
wejl as being one of the most 
popular lecturers on campus.

Phillips awaits 
vegetable study 


V.\NCOUVER (CP) — Agri¬ 
culture Minister Don Phillips 
.said Sunday he expected a re¬ 
port recommending steps to 
‘ solve problems in B.C.’s vege¬ 
table industry within 10 days. 

Industry spoke.smen said 
last week they could lose up 
to $5 million this year because 
unsold crops are running lie- 
twoen 25 and 40 per cent of 
total production. 

An emergency meeting was 
held Friday with 
growers, processors and tiie 
B.C. (joast Vegetable Market¬ 
ing Board, the B.C. Federa¬ 
tion of Agriculture and senior 
staff members of the apicul¬ 
ture department. 

Phillips did not. attend and 
was strongly criticized by 
growers and Walter Davidson. 
55ocial Oedlt member for 
Delta. 

The minister remained in 
the Vancouver area during 
the weekend and met with 
growers and'other industry 
representatives Sundaj*. 

\ • “T told them to outline what 
they wanted th^ government 
to do but not to come to Vic¬ 
toria and ask fdr' the moon,” 
iPbillips said. 

The industry ha.s criticized 
.^ome supermarkets for hav¬ 
ing mo§t of their liouse brand 
pcas,.jjom and beans packed 
in the United Stotes.

said tariffs in Canada'to pro¬ 
tect the vegetable industry

“It is more than tusl T told 
you so’ to point .out that (he 
whole development to this 
jjoint of crisis was in part the 
result of the demand of a 
frontier society that the uni¬ 
versity serve immediate, 
practical and utilitarian 
aims.” 

A university must provide 
stability, sophistication, civili¬ 
ty and traditiopal values, 
Kenny said. 

Universities must strike a 


balance between the vigor, 
openness and desire for e.x- 
ploration of a frontier Society 
and traditional values. 

“In , the university we need 
the wild-eyed researcher 
caught up in his or her far- 
out, aitparentjy impossible 
seemingly irrelevant ques¬ 
tions. But we also need the 
apparently old-fashioned, tra¬ 
ditional protessbr, !n\^lved in 
his or her reliving and reex¬ 
amining of seemingly archaic, 
dead languages, cultures and 
ideas. 

■‘To both, their sub.iects arc 
frontiers, which they can 
make real and alive and use¬ 
ful to us through what they 
tell us of their discoveries.”

He blamed the B.C. educa¬ 
tion department for not set¬ 
ting su^icicntly high academ¬ 
ic standards. 

One of its bad moves, Loft 
•aid, was discontinuing gov¬ 


ernment examinati<Hts, now 
used exclusively for scholar¬ 
ship purtxises. 

Loft doesn't thioK the !>en- 
dulum in education is swing¬ 
ing back toward a more struc¬ 
tured system. 

“I expect high standards.” 
he said, offering the opinion 
that most students like to be 
challenged.“University is too 
expensive to be used as a re- 
m^ial program.” 

Despite his criticism of edu¬ 
cation and some of the re¬ 
sults. he did have good things 
to say about today’s student. 

“Changes in students? Basi¬ 
cally. no. They’re basically 
fine individuals. I can’t recall 
having a student I didn’t like. 
Today’s students are much 
less willing to accept what 
you tell them. They want to 
know why." 

He was optimistic about the 
future in the hands of today's 
young people. 

“Because I feel the young 
people of tixlay are more con¬ 
cerned with the quality of life 
than my generation that was 
x’ory concerned with material 
things in life. 

"I’m not crltici/ing my gen¬ 
eration at all. My generation 
went through ' the worst 
depresssion the wt>rl(i has 
ever known and we tended to 
ensure that our children 
uxMild not suffer the depriva¬ 
tion we did.” 

He recalled in 1931 sending 
80 applications for teaching 
.iobs and “never getting a 
bite.” He !hon-went back to 
school (in Saskatchewan) and 
obtained his senior matricu- 
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ilation. landing a job at Hud¬ 
son Bay Junction teaching 
"trades 4 to 8 for $700 a year. 

Laughing, he said the school 
officials saw what he • was 
worth and reduced his pay the 
next year to $600 annually. 

^\sked about discipline in to¬ 
day’s classrooms, he clutched 
his head and murmured that 
“you’re getting me into more 
trouble with some of my 
teaching friends.” stating that 
the subject was a sore point 
with him. 

"I igiioss we have to talk 
about the strap, don’t we? 

“I must say that at times I 
found it necessary . . . but it’s 
a poor way to enforce dis¬ 
cipline. ^ 

“If a teacher has to resort 
to tlie strap continually, the 
teacher better quit.” 

He said he felt sorry for 
today’s teacher in high school 
because the “permissive atti* 
tude permeates into schools.” 

"We are not all equal in the 
classroom. If we’re equal, let 
the kid give the talk.” 

*■ On the question of the strap, 
Loft said the decision on 
whet her to use it should be 
left to school boards. 


"Children are seeking guid¬ 
ance, leadership- This buai- 
ne.ss that chUdi'en sliould love 
you is baldei*dash. They 
should respect you.” 

He said that no students 
were allowed to call him by 
liis first name, ever. 

' * I cannot define a 
•good’ leacrteir. It's probably 
an innate ability. 

“I really don’t know if I * 
was good or not. I feel I am 
exti'cmely fortunate because I 
can look back to all tlicse 
years of teaching with nothing ■ 
but happiness. 

“But you're never.satisfied, 
arc you? As far as ac¬ 
complishments as a teacher 
are concerned, I leave that to 
my slqdE'nts to judge.” 

He believes money isn't the 
most imiwrtant thing in life. 
More important Is having an 
occupation y<m thoroughly 
enjoy. 

He plans to teach summer 
school before officially retir¬ 
ing this year. Then he’d like 
to speak to service groups, 
lake about 15 strokes off his 
golf score and-iierhaps be a 
guest lecturer at the universi¬ 
ty-

Continuous meant tracks not service^ says CP

A single word became an 
Important key Monday in CP 
Kail’s battle to curtail most ot 
its service on Vancouver Is* 
land. 

llie company It hanging 
some of its hcH>M on the word 
“continuous,’'' with the ar¬ 
gument that it applies to an 
unbroken line of track and 
not, as most peofile believe, 
an obligation to provide ser¬ 
vice forever. 

Norman Mullins. CP Rail 
counsel, relied on historic 
agreements and dictionary 
definitions in making tlie 
point before a Canadian 
'Pransport Commiss^ hear¬ 
ing in Victoria. 

The hearing, conduct^ by 
chairman D. H. Jones and fel¬ 
low commissioner E. IL La- 
Borde, is dealing with a dou¬ 
ble application from CP Rail. 
The company wants to diecon- 
tinue all passenger service on 
' the Ksqulmait^and Nanaimo 
Railway and suspend both 
passenger and frei^t service 
betw'een ParksvlUe and Couiv 
lenay. 

IMullins sp^t more than 
four hours stating his com¬ 
pany’s case Monday, as final 
arguments began. The hear¬ 
ing, which has included ses¬ 
sions at Courtenay and Vic¬ 
toria, enters its 11th day 
• today. There were indications 
it would wind up today, or 
Wednesday at the latest.- 

The company failed in a 
1970 bi^ before the CTC to 


drop E&N passenga: ser¬ 
vice. 

During the part of his ar¬ 
gument that was reserved for 
the question of land grants, 
Mullins said diene was no ki- 
dioaticm the £&N was to be 
(^ratod in perpetuity. 

In the National Railwny Act 
of 1881. there w’as a stipula¬ 
tion that service on CP Rail's 
national line be carried on ef¬ 
ficiently “thereafter and for¬ 
ever," Mullins said. 

Rut a later agreement con¬ 
cerning the E&N excluded 
such w'ording and said instead 
that the railway should have 
continuous double or single 
steel track, he said. 

If those responsible for the 
agreement had wanted to say 
(Hherwise, “it would have 
been so easy to say so." Mul¬ 
lins said. 

Contrary to earlier evi¬ 
dence, terms of the national 
CPR agreement that brought 
B.C. into ccxifederation had 
nothing to do with the £&N, 
the lawyer said. 

He said the agreement dio 
tated only that ^ railway be 
extended to the Pacific sea¬ 
board and that tins turned out 
to be Port Moody. And land 
grant agreements in that case 
did nut apply to tiie Island 
railway, he said. 

Mullins said it was wrong 
to kMk back and say that 
anyone got a "v ast bonanza" 
for building die E4:N. 

“The purpose was to find 
someone wto v'as i)repared to 
take a Substantial risk to 
build a railway that started 


nowhere, ran through nothing 
and end^ nowhere." be said. 

The only way tills' could be 
done, he argtJeid. was by giv¬ 
ing away vast tracts of land. 

The EJbN. he said, had 
been built with $3 million in 
capital and 9750,000 in cash 
subsidies. 

"The risk kiourred by the 
promoters and oiperaitors paid 
off for everybody," he said. 

The railway was bought by 
the OPR from the Dunsmuir 
syndicate. 

Because of the history and 
the risks involved, Mullins 
(v>ntended that those who say 
CP Rail should '‘now live off 
its fat forever" were wrong 
“both legally and histori¬ 
cally.’’ 

A federal transportation of¬ 
ficial said in an interview 
later that Mullins' effort to 
Hide the word “continuous" 
with trade end not time was 
“the first time I’ve heard that 
argument put forward in ttus 
country." 

In a^)otber hiteniw, B.C. 
government counsel Melvin 
Smith said he would counter 
Mullins’ contention today. 
Smith’s aigument got under 
^ ay late M<»iday. 

Mullins ajvmed that CP 
Rail’s appUcatiexia should be 
aJIow*^ b^ause cif continuing 
financial losses. 

He said comparatively few 
people travell^ as passen- 
gex» on the E&N Dayliner 
and that they could be well 
sen’ed by such alternatives as 
much cheaper bus service and 
the automobile. He said fig¬ 


ures showed B.C. has more 
cars per te^ta then any other 
Canadian province — a car to 
evkry 2^ persons. 

“Nobody takes the train 
anyway, and the transfer of 
th^ few people to au- 
tomolnles and buses will have 
a negUglUe ^ect,” he said. 

At euKPther point, he said: 
“1116 inoonvenience to the few 
pei^ile at Shaiwnigan Lake 
who want to use it is. in my 
submission, f^ outweighted 
by the massiv% loss to Ihe 
operatlOT." 

Mullins found it amusing 
that there seemed to be little 
'interest in the railway by Is¬ 
land travellers and that most 
of those c^yposing CP Rail at 
the hearing had s^dom used 
the service themselves. 

“Who are these silent 
maa.«ies who these peo^de who 
don’t take the train piuport to 
represent?" he a^edr 

The railway had not been 
helped by adv’crtlsifig or 
schedule ch ange s, Mullins 
said, and the CPR’s 100 years 
of experience showed it 
wasn’t sensible to put more 
money in a lagging operation. 

"No annount of pouring 
mcmey into this bottomless pit 
is go^ng to bring this service 
back up into some kind of via¬ 
ble operation." 

Mubins also argued that the 
only way people could be in¬ 
duced to ride the E&N 
would be “by forcing them to 
ride it." 

“It would tWi grossly un- 
Tdemocratic actic« by any gov¬ 
ernment and I doubt there is

Inflation blamed on taxes 


OTTAWA (OP) — High 
taxatian, rather than govern- 
ment borrowing to support 
its spending programs, is 
the main federal contribu¬ 
tion to inflation, a report re¬ 
leased Monday by the Confer¬ 
ence Board in Canada says. 

The private economic re¬ 
search group says there is a 
widespread misunderstanding 
that government deficit fin¬ 
ancing—borrowing to support 
expenditures-4iaa been the 
principal cause of rising infla¬ 
tion. 

The r^rt, prepared by se- 
rUor ecofKinust Robert Cro- 
zier, di^xites this view. 

It says that In fact during 


1973 and 1974, all levels of gcw- 
emment had surpluses $ 1.2 
billion and $L9 bitlkm, respec¬ 
tively. Only in the first nine 
months of 1975 is a govern¬ 
ment deficit of $4.6 billion 
shown. 

These figures are on a na¬ 
tional accounts basis that in- 
eludes social insurance 
schemes like the Canada and 
Quebec pension plans. 

Considering these surpluses 
occurred, it is hard to say 
that government deficit fi¬ 
nancing has been a major 
cause of inflation, the rep^ 
aays. Prices started gping up 
in 1973r when the prices index 
rose by 8.4 per cent and 


peaked in 1974 at nearly 14 
per cent. 

By 1975, when a deficit oc¬ 
curred. the price index was 
growing at a slower rate of 10 
per cent. 

The report says this 
suggests that taxation, not 
deficit financing, contributed 
to this sharp iiiflaticwi rate. 

“The evidence strongly 
suggests . . . that rising rates 
of taxaticxi and the increased 
govemmwit revenue flows 
which have been associated 
with these surpluses and 
which have underwritten 
e.scalating expenditure pro¬ 
grams of a wasteful and raxv 
productive nature have oon- 


iributed greatly to the emet^ 
gmee of cost-push factors in 
the economy," it says. 

Rapidly rising direct per¬ 
sonal ta.xes have led to higher 
wage and salary demands, 
the report says Oompanies 
subject to new levies on their 
incomes when profits are 
pinched increase prices. 

In 1974 alone, total money 
incomes in Canada rose by 
$20.4 billion and government 
revenues by $11 billion. So the 
federal, provincial and munic¬ 
ipal governments scooped 19 
M per cent of idl extra in¬ 
come genera/ted by the eoon- 
omy that year.

North Saanich will keep Es- 
quimalt-^aanich Mp Donald 
Munro updated on the penin¬ 
sula water situation after Cen¬ 
tral Saanich only discouraged 
Munro’s interest, Mayor Paid 
Grie\'c said Monday. 

Central Saanich responded 
“in an unfortunate manner” 
to letters from the MP 
suggesting officials at all gov¬ 
ernment levels meet to dis¬ 
cuss the projected future 
water shortage^e said. 

Munro also wrote to federal 
transport and agriculture 
ministers suggesting the 
meetings consider “a short¬ 
age of wateir that is expected 
to occur ... four, five or six 
years hence.” 

Central Saanich water com¬ 
mittee chairman Aid. D. W. 
Hill told Munro the meeting 
Wfiuld be “premature” and 


that the municipality was al¬ 
ready acting on its own. 

But Grieve said this was 
just another example of Cen¬ 
tral Saanich’s tendency not to 
co-c^rate with the other two 
Peninsula municipalities. 

Council in Centra] Saanich 
has also refused to agree with 
Sidney and Ncalh Saanich on 
regionalization of administra¬ 
tion for the proposed recrea¬ 
tion centre — and has refused 
to help pay for off-site ser¬ 
vices for the centre, said 
Grieve. 

He suggested North Saanich 
write the MP with a "politer” 
letter. 

The Central Saanich letter 
told Munro that the Central 
Saanich water committee will

Virizlay couldn’t 
match 

Elgar’s demands

Bom under the sign of Ge¬ 
mini. English E^ardian 
composer Edward Elgar dis¬ 
played something of a twin 
personality — an outer man 
of public ^mp and an inner 
man of shy unease. 

His cello concerto — first 
performed in 1919 — speaks 
with one intense voice. 

- But it is a voice that re¬ 
quires a soloist capable at one 
and the same time of giant 
strength and wistful ten¬ 
derness. 

Hiingarlan-bom guest artist 
Mihaly Virizlay, a stand-in for 
‘cellist Andre Navarra * who 
bowed out some -weeks ago, 
did not quite match the above 
specifications at the Victoria 
Symphony . concert- in the 
Royal on Monday nfeht. 

He played the concerto with 
great deliberatenees, tact, 
warmth and love but failed 
really to dominate the pro¬ 
ceedings — as a Rostropovich 
might have dime. 


Such ^ a partial failure, of 
course, is entirely under¬ 
standable when’faced with a 
work that squeezes out such 
intense, powerful language 
that it seems to demaind IT 
bowing arm of taut, throbbing 
sinew stretching from Vlc- 
loria Press to Swartz Bay. 

This Virizlay did not have 
and^ so did not have nearly 
enough power. 

Described by conductor 
Laszlo Gati as “one of Ihe 
most difficult programs the 
orchestra has ever tackled.” 
Monday’s show was an aJJ- 
Elgar affair. , 

In the Cockaigne overturr 
that preceded the cello con¬ 
certo, the orchestra played 
valiantly without ever quite 
being victorious. It was till a 
bit bitty. 

However the second sym¬ 
phony that followed the inter¬ 
val showed the Victoria musi¬ 
cians overcoming some of 
Elgar’s more irritating man¬ 
nerisms and playing as vi¬ 
gorously as 1 tove heard this 
season.

Dig this course stuff In to 
the full depdi of the spade, or 
rototill ' it thCKXHighly, not 
burying It in a layer but mix- 
i n g it intimately and 
thoroughly with Ihe soil. 

Better saye the more expen¬ 
sive peat moss for woridng 
into the top two Inches of sur¬ 
face soil, to create a good tex- 
liiiti for seeds and young 
transplants. 

This treatment, plus the 
gcnenxis use of pulverized 
limestone, will soon improve 
the texture of even the stick¬ 
iest clay soil. 

Ordinary garden lime — hy¬ 
drated lime ■— is gfxxl, hut the 
pulverized limestwie rock is 
better for this particular pur- 
I)ose, for Its gritty texture 
helps open up heavy, lose-tex- 
tured soil and it may be ap¬ 
plied at ahy tinie of the year 
to any pl^ts except the most 
confirmed lime-haters, for it 


is mild and long-lasting in its 
action. 

★ ★ ★ - 

This pulverized limestone, 
sometimes sold .under the 
name calcium" -oarbonate, Is 
an absolute must for any of 
the stone fruits — peaches, 
plums, apricots, cherries — 
for lime is an important in¬ 
gredient in the make-up of the 
"stone" or seed, and the stone 
is the skeleton around which 
the fruit Is formed. 

It as passible to grow, seed¬ 
less oranges, tornatoleis. and 
even melons, but never 
peaches, plums, avtx^adoa or 
the like. 

On the subject of lime, 
though, just a word of warn¬ 
ing to new gardeners: Don’t 
go scattering it all over your 
new garden, for sooner or 
later you’ll get the urge to try 
your hand at growing some of 
the lime-hating shrubs.

Azaleas, rhododendrons, ca¬ 
mellias and hollies all dislike 
lime and become anaemic' 
when* grown on limey ground. 
6 o do laurels and s(»ne but 
not all the heathers. 

'Dwrt lovely bkie-flowered 
hydrangea bloom in a 
muddy pink shade If lime Is 


used anywhere near its roots, 
although the pink and red 
varieties wUl have deeper, 
clearer colors v^en limed. 

For those gardeners who 
Insist on dosing such lime-lov¬ 
ing shrubs with chemicals, 
the best preparation Is chelat¬ 
ed iron — pnmounced "key- 
lated." This is a form of litm 
which doesn’t get itself locked 
up and made unavailable by 
the acti<m of Itmd in the soil. 

ir ^ ^ 

I stUl think the best treat¬ 
ment to keep these lime-hat¬ 
ing plants in good health is to 
lay off the chemicals and 
maintain a permanent surface 
mulch of rotted leaves or peat 
moss, topp^ ^ tip annually 
as it decomposes. 

ril grant you this is a slow 
process and more of a preven¬ 
tive measure than a cure, and 
in cases where the leaves of 
the .shrubs are already turn¬ 
ing pale — thi.s is a form of 
anaemia called chlorosis — 
we have no choice but to ad- 
' minister a fast-actkxi iron 
tonic. 

Chelated iron Is sold in gar¬ 
den shops under such brand 
names as Sequestrene, Green 
Garde, Greenol Liquid Iron, 
Versenal and Tru-Green Iron.

He said the Duncan city 
council had played a big part 
in recommending whether the 
Community Options Society 
would receive funding for the 
drop-in centre and the live-in 
program from the human re¬

The live-in program, which 
is designed to assist teenage 
youngsters who are having 
difficulty within the family 
slttiation, has been retained 
with a $18,000 annual budget 
hut the doors of the dmp-in 
centre will close at the end of 
April.

(ieorge Winkler readied his 
tOlsl birthday Sunday, and 
his friends at Mount Tolmie 
Hospital in Victoria helped 
him celebrate with a party. 

Born on March 14. 1874. 
Winkler came to British Co¬ 
lumbia in 1897 and began liv¬ 
ing in Victoria in the last pari 
of 1908. 

During his life, he has listed 
prospector and mining scout 
as his occupation. 

But his first love is si ill po¬ 
etry and his memory is still 
vivid of his work as a poel. 

In his earlier years, he kept 
the fact he wrote poems a 
secret, publishing under 
pseudonyms. 

"I was a prospector.’' he

Alaska, and a 
group formed a syndicate and 
sent Winkler there to look at 
the property. 

He rememberea that all he 
found in the area was a glacier 
under the snow, ending that 
particular search for gold. 

But through ;he years, he 
has kept the (xietry he has 
written and when he collected 
it all into his third book, he 
decided to give it that unique 
title. 

A.sked for the secret of his^ 
longevity. Winkler didn’t have 
any secret formula or per¬ 
sonal philosophy.

Trident base in Bangor 
low priority in war—MP 


COURTENAY — The Tri¬ 
dent base in Bangor. Wash, 
would be a low priority in any 
future nuclear war, according 
to Comox-Albemi MP Hugh 
Anderscwi. 

Making his first comment 
on the continuing controversy 
dial flared again during a re¬ 
cent visit to B.C. by Defence 
Minister James Richardson, 
the Liberal backbencher said: 
“I was not arguing for an in¬ 
crease in nucleeir prolifer¬ 
ation, I am merely stating 
that in my <^ni<Hi the Trident 
base wtHild be a low priority 
target in any future nudear 
war." 

The greatest deterrent to 
nuclear war, he said is a bal¬ 
ance of nuclear and conven¬ 
tional weapons between the 
United States and the Soviet 
Union. 

WTien an igibalance e.xists. 
and one country has more of¬ 
fensive punishment than the 
other, the risk of nud^r war 


is enhanced. “Those in British 
Columbia who direct their 
vindictiveness on the United 
States and the Trident system 
are attemptii^ to destroy. 
their own security,” Anderson 
said. 

To iH^vent or deter the Tri¬ 
dent submarines from using 
the watm off Canada's coast 
is a matter that would have to 
be decided upon by the cabi¬ 
net. .The government, he 
added, has not stated any pol¬ 
icy in tins regard as the es¬ 
tablishment of the Trident 
base in a matter of United 
States military policy. 

’ He suggested there are two 
facts to be qpnsidered. 

The base ies entirely within 
U.S. territory and submarines 
using it will transit entirely 
within U.S. territorial waters 
through the Straits of Juan De 
Fiica, there is no agreement 
required with Canada with re¬ 
gard to submarines transit- 
ting to the base. 


Additionally, as the waters 
beyond the 12-mile zone are 
international, there is no re¬ 
quirement to enter this zcme 
to gain access to the straits 
and the questicm of U.S. sub¬ 
marines having to use Canadi¬ 
an coastal waters does not 
arise. 

In any nuclear war, Ander^ 
son said, the primary targets 
would be destruction of land 
or sea based weapc^ systems 
capable of delivering a nu¬ 
clear weapcm.
